Fifth Generation 
Descendants At 
Rites On Sunday

WEST LIBERTY, Ky.. July 12 
—Descendants of a Revolutionary 
War soldier, including the fifth 
generation, paid homage to his 
memory at a service held yester¬ 
day in a country cemetery three 
miles from here at Pomp, just off 
KY 7. 

The occasion was the dedication i 
by the Daughters of the American j 
Revolution of a marker at the | 
grave of Thomas Lewis, who died 
August 9. 1849, in Morgan county. j 
A pioneer settler of the county, 
he and his wife, Hannah Hopkins, ’ 
founded a vast mountain clan. 

The modest gravestone replaced | 
a simple slab of fieldstone on 
which the name of Thomas Lewis 
had all but weathered away. The 
grave site, which became the 
family cemetery, was picked out 
by the old patriot when he set¬ 
tled in the valley where he died. I 
It is high on a steep knoll over¬ 
looking the lush farmlands he 1 
once owned, embraced tn a swep- ] 
ing curve of the Licking River. 

Within sight of the old grave¬ 
yard is the place where, accord- | 
mg to family legend, he built the 
first house in the county. A house 
< is there now, but not the original 
one. It is occupied by one of his 
direct descendants, Ormond Lew¬ 
is. who now owns the farm. 

Trudging up the cemetery hill 
yesterday were two great-grand¬ 
sons of the Revolutionary soldier. 
Frank and Math Lewis, who live 
in the virinMy. Although it was . 
i tiresome climb in the mid-af¬ 
ternoon heat, they took it in 
stride, joking with others who |

His total expenses were 
$195, leaving an income above 
rash expenses of $645 for the 
acre.

The crowd 
enjoyed a judging contest, a dem¬ 
onstration of making rope halters 
and a discussion of fly control, 
feeding, showing, creep feeding, 
teaching animals to lead and 
handle, and control of foot evil. 

The program was arranged by 
the Hereford Beef Cattle Breed¬ 
ers Committee, assisted by Coun¬ 
ty Agent Charlie Dixon. 

INSECTS DAMAGE 
TOBACCO PLANTS 

Damage to tobacco by grass¬ 
hoppers and budworms is being 
noted in Morgan county. County 
Agent Charlie Dixon reported to¬ 
day. He said damage is not ex¬ 
tensive but may be great enough 
to pay some farmers to treat their 
fields to control the insects. Mr. 
Dixon said he and Ira Masie, Ex¬ 
tension Service Field Agent in 
Tobacco, noted some important 
injury in tobacco fields last week. 
Reports have been coming to Mr. 
; Dixon and dealers in insecticides 
' about the damage. 

The following control measures 
were suggested by Mr. Dixon for 
! those farmers having any notice¬ 
able degree of damage: 

For Grasshoppers—Spray fence 
rows and borders around to¬ 
bacco fields early in the morn¬ 
ing. Chlordane emulsion may be 
'u.'. r r — • v. "jprwj*. "o*c —— 

of the material to get one to one 
and one-fourth pounds of actual 
chlordane per acre. Mix the 
chlordane in five gallons of wa¬ 
ter. 

Chlordane dust may be used. 

I Use 20 pounds of 5 percent chlor¬ 
dane dust per acre. 

For Budworms—Use 10 pounds 
of 10 percent DDT or TDE dust 
per acre. Dust some in each bud. 

Sprays may be used also. To 
spray, use emulsifiable concen¬ 
trate of DDT or TDE. Use enough 
of the material to get one pound 
of the actual DDT or TDE in 
five or more gallons of water and 
use this amount per acre.
